The government’s proposals, in

Youth’s Mother 
Near Collapse; 
Sister Missing 

NEW YORK. (A>l — Alone In 
death, the body of 26-year-old John 
Warde who thrilled tens of thou¬ 
sands of spectators nearly 11 
hours yesterday before he leaped 
to his death from the 17th floor 
of the Gotham hotel, lay in an 
East Side funeral parlor today. 

While morbid throngs still gaped 
at the 18-inch perch where Warde 
sulked throughout yesterday after¬ 
noon and evening, or pointed to 
the crim.son-hued spot on the pave¬ 
ment where his body struck, offi¬ 
cials at the funeral parlors said 
that no one had called to look at 
the shattered remains. They said 
they had received no instructions 
as to disposition. 

Police kept the crowds moving, 
but passersby picked up fragments 
of broken glass from the hotel 
Marque, which was hit a glancing 
blow by Warde’s hurtling descent. 

“Here’s my souvenir!” One of 
them exclaimed proudly. The piece 
of glass had a reddish tinge. 

Warde had 26 cents in his pocket 
at the time of his 200-foot leap, 
the most spectacular suicide Man¬ 
hattan has witnessed in years. 

The youth’s mother, already ill 
in her Southampton home before 
news of her son’s intention to com¬ 
mit suicide became known, was 
reported near collapse.

He was active in civic affairs in 
Santa Ana as well as in church 
work and was a Kiwanis club 
member here. Dr. Russell Is sur¬ 
vived by his wife, Mrs. Alice B. 
Russell; a daughter, Mrs. Virginia 
Weeks, and grand - daughter, 
Gloria Weeks of Santa Ana; and 
three brothers. Dr. V. L. Russell 
of Hollywood, C. L. Russell of 
Oakland, and L. B. Russell of San 
Diego.

SEATTLE, (fl?)—Smoke black¬ 
ened fighters, near exhaustion 
after more than 10 days on the 
fire front, spread the heartening 
word today they believed they had 
whipped the greatest outbreak of 
Pacific Northwest forest fires in 
recent years.

FlIER SINKS 
SHIP LOADED 
WITH (OAl 

MADRID. (A7 —The British 
cargo ship Dellwyn was sunk in 
the port of Gandia by a seaplane 
which attacked at dawn. 

It was the second attack on the 
1451-ton ship in three days. Two 
bombs were dropped near her on 
Monday, but they did not explode. 

The plane dropped five bombs in 
today’s attack, two of them hit¬ 
ting the Dellwyn. One tore a big 
hole below the water line, the other 
crashed through the deck. 

There were no casualties. 

CO/VL IN CARGO 

The attack occurred while the 
Dellwyn was unloading a cargo of 
coal. 

The Dellwyn was the first Brit¬ 
ish ship sunk in Spanish waters 
since the Famham went down In 
Alicante harbor just a month ago. 

The attacker was believed to be 
one of two seaplanes well known 
to British shipping along the Medi¬ 
terranean coast — "Zapatones” 
(“Big Shoes”), so called because 
of its large pontoons, or "The 
Turkey,” which u.sually flies low 
and heavily. 

More than 60 British ships have 
been bombed in Spain since the 
outbreak of the Spanish war more 
than two years ago. 

PROPOSAL ACCEPTED 

LONDON. (A>l—The Spanish 
government today unconditionally 
accepted Britain’s proposal for a 
two-man British commission to in¬ 
vestigate bombings of civilian cen¬ 
ters, and the Insurgents accepted" 
the proposal in principle. 

The original plan contemplated 
sending the commission to Spain if 
only one side a^eed, but since 
insurgent Generalissimo Francisco 
Franco proposed changes to widen 
the scope of the investigations the 
commission probably will not en¬ 
ter ‘‘-Jain until study of his sug- 
gestKins is completed.

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22 Billions Spent By U. S., States To Fight Depression Since ’32

CAPITAL LISTS 
EXPEKWTURES 

WASHINGTON. (JP) — Federal 
and state expenditures to combat 
depression and unemployment 
have totaled nearly 22 billion dol¬ 
lars since 1932. 

Treasury figures announced to¬ 
day showed $16,647,365,764 in 
emergency federal appropriations 
available before July 1. State ex¬ 
penditures for relief were placed 
;ast spring at $5,100,000,000 by a 
senate committee investigating 
unemployment. 

Of the federal expenditures, the 
treasury listed about $8,000,000,- 
000 before April 8, 1935, and $8,- 
656,321,646 since that date. That 
was the time at which the treas¬ 
ury assumed administrative ac¬ 
counting responsibility for emerg¬ 
ency funds. 

The largest slice of the money 
since April 8, 1935, went to high¬ 
way, street and road construction, 
which got $1,988,741,710. Con¬ 
servation work came next with an 
expenditure of $984,061,553. States 
received $922,343,199 for continu¬ 
ing relief. 

Other expenditures were; Pub¬ 
lic buildings, $631,771,129; hous¬ 
ing $111,708,331; public recrea¬ 
tional facilities $633,194,738; elec¬ 
tric utilities, water and sewerage 
systems $501,767,474; transporta¬ 
tion facilities $221,819,347; educa¬ 
tional professional and clerical 
projects $785,783,130; sewing, can¬ 
ning and miscellaneous projects 
$631,086,722; rural resettlement 
and direct relief $432,430,081; and 
administrative expenses $441,- 
606,408, 

Virtually every agency was 
given some of the 1932-35 funds, 
particularly the $3,300,000,000 ap¬ 
propriation which congress made 
In the National Recovery act. 
Large expenditures were made for 
the army, the navy, reclamation 
projects, and rivers and harbors 
work. 

First of the relief appropriations 
was the bill enacted July 21, 1932, 
making $300,000,000 available to 
the RFC to be loaned to states for 
relief purposes. The loans were 
cancelled by congress in 1933. 
There has been at least one re¬ 
lief act every year since. 

The $3,700,000,000 lending- 
spendlng bill, funds of which be¬ 
came available July 1, is not in¬ 
cluded in the treasury tabulations. 

During the last three years 
WPA received allocations amount¬ 
ing to $4,834,974,053 or 55.7 per 
cent of the total. The federal 
emergency relief administration 
got 10.8 per cent; the CCO 6.9; 
farm security administration 6.4, 
and the bureau of public roads 5.9.

Bull, 23, checked out of the hotel 
this morning, without indicating j 
her destination. j 

Today, the thousands who saw 
him jump wondered what queer 
obstinacy and Indecision kept him 
waiting—posed there with his back 
against the side of the building, 
half - crouched, staring moodily 
down into the night - darkened 
chasm where the flash bulbs of 
cameramen flared like fireflies far 
below. 

In all that time he had kept 
thou.sands waiting in morbid sus¬ 
pense, thousands who watched 
him from the street, from bus 
tops, from windows and the roofs 
of nearby buildings—a tiny bit of 
a man in a white shirt, who drank 
incredible quantities of water 
through the long summer after¬ 
noon while police cajoled him, in 
vain attempts to dissaude him 
from thoughts of suicide. 

With the coming of night he 
had become a pale blur as dark¬ 
ness crept up the limestone walls 
of the Hotel Gotham, Fifth ave¬ 
nue and 55th street, a blur some¬ 
times lost in the gloom, some¬ 
times faintly picked out by the 
spark of a freshly lighted cigaret. 

In the beginning, fear had 
chilled the hearts of all who saw 
him. But fear had passed and 
,speculatlve talk was exchanged, 
and sorry gibes, arguments, wise- 

Obscure in lief, Warde, a 26-vear- 
old unem"' cd bank teller of 
Southampton, Long Island, became 
perphaps the biggest human focal 
point in the city for a day. 

And so a kind of perverted hol¬ 
iday .spirit grew upon the crowd 
that watched him teetering on hi.s 
dizzy perch. There were overtones 
of cynicism. He wouldn’t jump. 
Not by a long shot. Amateur 
psychologists debated the point. 
All agreed he wouldn’t jump. 

The police tried new means of 
saving him—hoisting up a cargo 
net they had borrowed from a 
ship—and then John Warde made 
his decision. 

The pale blur detached itself 
from the gloom high above. A 
horrified gasp, then a scream 
from the crowd, and Warde 
plunged to his death. 

All the devices the police and 
fire departments could think of 
had failed. 'The appeals of his 
mother and his sister, the per¬ 
suasive words of a priest and sev¬ 
eral psychiatrists had gone for 
nothing. 

The police and firemen and ev¬ 
erybody else who tried to dissuade 
Warde from jumping didn’t spare 
themselves. Police stood for hours 
on duty. Firemen waited with a 
safety net, which nobody expected | 
to save Warde. 

Warde, the Southampton police 
records show, tried to end his life 
on July 11, 1937, by cutting his 
throat with a knife. He recov¬ 
ered and was sent to the state 
hospital at Central Islip, Long Is¬ 
land. Released in November, he 
was given employment by Pat¬ 
rick A. Valentine, travel agency 
head. 

A week ago last Monday Warde 
jumped from a bridge at Hamp¬ 
ton bays. Long Island, and was 
rescued from the water by po¬ 
lice. Valentine and his wife 
thought they could rouse Warde 
from his obvious despondency by 
taking him and his sister, Mrs. 
Katherine Bull, to Chicago for a 
visit. 

'The outing apparently was not 
successful, for Ward was de¬ 
pressed when they returned to 
New York on Monday. 

They went to the Hotel Goth¬ 
am. It was about noon yester¬ 
day when Warde scrambled through 
the window of his room, edged 
along the 18-lnch .shelf of stone 
and took a stand midway be¬ 
tween two windows at a point 
where he could lean against a 
rough curved projection. 

’Then began one of the most 
nervous and protracted watches 
New York ever has known. 

The word that Warde, apparent¬ 
ly bent on suicide, was getting 
ready to plunge was flashed to po¬ 
lice headquarters. Four radio 
squad cars sped to Fifty-fifth 
street. A fire truck followed. Be¬ 
hind it came a rescue squad 
wagon. 

A crowd quickly gathered. Side¬ 
walks were jammed on both sides 
of the street. Crowds ceased 
swarming in Fifth avenue and 
stood motionless, waiting in dread¬ 
ful anticipation. 

People appeared on roofs of 
nearby buildings. Men and wo¬ 
men stood against the brown goth¬ 
ic walls of the Fifth avenue 
Presbyterian church, waiting. 

High above the street, Warde, 
toes on the edge of the ledge, 
looked down. Women glanced up 
and away. Many hurried on, fear¬ 
ful of the end they thought would 
come in a few minutes. 

A kind of breathless quality 
marked the crowds. Passengers 
on the top decks of busses 
stretched their necks. Office 
workers, business men, stenogra¬ 
phers, women shoppers, men and 
women going to luncff, forgot 
their goals and waited to watch. 

Warde lighted a cigaret — the 
first of dozens he was to smoke 
before death—blew the smoke in 
a big cloud, watched it for an 
instant and then looked down.

TOPEKA, Kan. (.D—A strange, 
hotly disputed issue of Nazisim 
and intolerance has bobbed up on 
the plains of Kansas in an other¬ 
wise quiet political primary cam¬ 
paign to be decided at the polls 
Aug. 2. 

The Rev. Gerald B. Winrod, 
seeking the Republican nomina¬ 
tion for senator, has been called 
a "peddler of religious and racial 
hatred" by William Allen White. 
Winrod, pamphleteer and radio 
speaker, in turn categorically de¬ 
nied Fascist or Nazi inclinations, 
maintaining that “fantastic ru¬ 
mors and half truths’’ had been 
circulated about him. 

National Chairman John D. 
Hamilton asserted Winrod’s nom¬ 
ination would put Kansas Repub- 
Icans on the "wrong side of a 
vital issue," intolerance. Winrod 
attributed Hamilton’s intervention 
to “great pressure’’ from “certain 
powerful financial interests." 

Winrod is opposed by former 
Gov. Clyde M. Reed, Dallas W. 
Knapp and the Rev. Jesse Clyde 
Fisher. The winner will run in 
November for the seat of Senator 
George McGill, Democrat. McGill 
has no organized opposition for 
renomination. 

The shower of leaflets, adver¬ 
tisements, charges and counter¬ 
charges attending the senatorial 
race fell on an electorate sea¬ 
soned to the unusual by the cam¬ 
paigns of Dr. John R. Brinkley, 
goat gland specialist, and the still 
remembered Agrarian uprisings 
of the ’90’s. 

Winrod, 39-year-oId native of 
Kansas yet a political newcomeCj 
campaigned by letter in 1937 
against the Roosevelt court plan 
and published a series of books 
and magazines. Stumping the 
state he has employed a sound 
apparatus over which his meet¬ 
ings are opened to the music of 
"Onward Christian Soldiers.” 

Reed, Parsons, Kan., publisher 
and liberal farm leader, was gov¬ 
ernor from 1928 to 1930. Knapp 
is a veteran of the state legisla¬ 
ture.

Studio overhead, much of it 
wasteful, eats up 40 per cent of 
the cost of Hollywood pictures. 

Duplication, uncertainty and 
waste increase the other 60 per 
cent actually spent on production. 

Nearly twdee as many pictures 
were made ten years ago with 
one-eighth the number of pro¬ 
ducers, supervisors and associates 
now employed. 

Millions of dollars have been in¬ 
vested in screen stories that will 
never be produced, but directors 
have not been asked to go over 
this material for salvage and re¬ 
construction. 

SHERIFF FILES 
REPLY, DENIES 
OWING MONEY 

Sheriff Logan Jackson today an¬ 
swered the county’s $75,000 “fee 
.suit” with a denial he*owes any 
money and a demand that the 
county list particulars of the al¬ 
leged debt. 

Jackson’s attorney, Judge Frank 
Drumm, filed the answer and de¬ 
mand for bill of particulars today 
in superior court. The sheriff was 
sued last week in a complaint 
prepared by Edgar B. Hervey of 
San Diego, special attorney for 
the board of supervi.sors, alleging 
Jackson has in his possession 
$75,000 in fees and profits belong¬ 
ing to the county.

NEW YORK. (Ab—Directors of 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe rail¬ 
road today took no action on the 
preferred dividend because, a 
statement said, “the long contin¬ 
ued inadequacy in railroad reve¬ 
nues,” coupled with other unfa¬ 
vorable conditions "make it im¬ 
perative that the company should 
retain a sound financial posiition.” 

The board first deferred con¬ 
sideration of the payment on the 
senior stock on June 28 when the 
semi-annual dividend ordinarily is 
declared. Again yesterday, when 
directors ordered the full year’s 
interest payment on the stamped 
and unstamped 4 per cent ad¬ 
justment bonds, part of which 
likewise was withheld earlier in 
the spring, action on the preferred 
was delayed. 

A statement by the company 
today 8aid in part: 

"For the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1938, net operating income was 
$10,364,314, other income $4,035,- 
831, total income $14,400,145; the 
amount required to pay interest 
on bonds and equipment trust cer¬ 
tificates is $13,115,463. Deduct¬ 
ing such Interest leaves a balance 
of net income of only $1,284,682 
available for payment of dividends 
on the preferred stock, which is 
equal to $1.03 a share. However, 
the company failed by $3,029,000 
to earn its interest for the first 
six months’ period ending June 30, 
1938. 

"During this period some un¬ 
usual expenditures were made nec¬ 
essary by the California floods in 
March. Maintenance expenditures 
for the last three months of the 
six months period ending June 30, 
1938, were substantially below 
normal. 

“Recent rains over a large part 
of the system, coupled with the 
fact that maintenance expendi¬ 
tures were drastically reduced 
during the last three months, will 
result in the percentage of reduc¬ 
tion in maintenance expenditures 
not being carried throughout the 
remainder of the year.” 

CALHOUN GAINS

I Flaming Fireball 
Observed in East 

NEW YORK. (Ab—A brilliant 
meteor, one of the largest ever 
observed by Hayden planetarium 
officials, flashed across the sky 
last night and vanished over the 
northeast horizon. 

The flaming "fireball,” Charles 
Federer, planetarium lecturer, 
said, was observed near the pole 
star about 9 p. m., (E.S.T.) and 
was visible only two or three sec¬ 
onds. The head seemed about half 
the size of the moon. 


Federer estimated the meteor 
was traveling at a speed of 10 to 
30 miles a second. 
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Republican Policies During 
The ’20’s Blamed for Public 
Debt Increase by Wallace 


DES MOINES. (Ab — Secretary 
of Agriculture Henry A. Wallace 
today blamed Republican policies 
of the ’20’8 for the "unusual in¬ 
crease in federal debt in the last 
nine years." 

Carrying the debt issue into his 
native state in a speech prepared 
for delivery today before the Iowa 
Democratic convention, the cab¬ 
inet official said: 

"In the Democratic ’30’s we have 
been like sailors sobering up the 
morning after, with the federal 
government playing the part of 
nurse.” 

Wallace’s appearance was the 
second before an Iowa Democratic 
gathering this year. In January 
he delivered the Jackson day din¬ 
ner address here. 

The secretary said the federal 
debt of the "Democratic ’30’a is 
being carried with ease by a coun¬ 
try restored to health.” He took 


his audience through a set of fig¬ 
ures which he said showed “total 
debts in the United States today” 
to be six billion dollars less than 
in 1930. Private debts, for in¬ 
stance, he said, are 12 billions un¬ 
der the 1932 total and 28 billions 
less than in 1930. 

"All debts, whether federal, 
state, local or private, have to be 
paid by the people,” he said. "It 
makes little difference to the peo¬ 
ple whether they have to pay the 
steel corporation’s debt in the 
form of increased prices or the 
same amount of federal debt 
through some form of taxation.” 

The 5% billion dollar cut in the 
federal debt from 1923 to 1929 
was more than offset by a 6% 
billion increase in state and local 
government obligations, he assert¬ 
ed. He reminded the delegates 
that nearly six billions were ?dded 
to the federal debt by the Hoover 
administration.

WAGES TO BE 
PAID LOCALLY 

The federal government will 
spend an additional $450,000 in 
WPA wages in Orange county be¬ 
fore the 20 proje(rts now operat¬ 
ing in the construction division 
are completed, according to Bill 
Gibbs, public relations represent¬ 
atives from the Los Angeles fed¬ 
eral works zone office. 

The three largest projects in the 
county are employing a total 381 
men. Unit One of the joint out¬ 
fall sewer has 360 men working; 
Unit ’Two of the sewer construc¬ 
tion work has 270 men. Third 
largest, from the standpoint of 
employment, is the La Palma park 
project at Anaheim, where 201 are 
working. Approximately 2000 of 
Orange county’s unemployed are 
employed by the construction divi¬ 
sion of the WPA. 

Projects are underway at the 
following points: Orange, Buena 
Park, Newport Beach, Hunting- 
ton Beach, Olive, Fullerton, Ana- 
helm. Anaheim and Fullerton 
each have four projects in opera¬ 
tion. Then there are five addi¬ 
tional jobs situated throughout the 
county under the sponsorship of 
the board of supervisors. 

Gibbs stated that there is slight 
possibility of a wage or hour 
change being put into effect in 
Orange county, as announced for 
other sections of the country. 


3 CANDIDATES

TOWN MSTING 

Campaign platforms were ex¬ 
plained to a generous audience by 
three candidates for two office*— 
those of county surveyor and 
county recorder—at last night’s 
Town Meeting program in the 
Unitarian church. 

Incumbent Fred Sidebottom had 
an open field, since none of his 
opponents for Recorder appeared, 
while Incumbent W. K. Hillyard 
and Nat Neff both spoke in be¬ 
half of their candidacy for sur¬ 
veyor.

down before you have an effective 
real estate deal. 


An escrow, for example, is not 
a vault in a title company (al¬ 
though a few people have thought 
it was. Actually, an escrow offi¬ 
cer amounts to a “stake holder" 
in a bet. ’The buyer hands over 
his money, the seller his deed, and 
the escrow officer makes the 
“swap" as soon as all conditions 
of both parties have been met.

Sometimes a deal is “in escrow” 
only a day or so, other times it 
stays there three or four years 
pending final outcome of an ex¬ 
tensive bit of litigation. Big ma¬ 
jority (82 per cent) are completed 
in a week. 


Simple escrow proceeding might 
be like this; Real estate man has 
got a prospective buyer and seller 
together on terms of a $6000 resi¬ 
dence deal. Buyer gives his $6000 
to the escrow officer, tells him to 
hand it over to the seller as soon 
as he can produce a clear title. 
Seller gives the escrow officer a 
deed to the property, orders him 
to give it to the buyer as soon as 
the $6000 has been deposited. 


Most escrows are far mure in¬ 
tricate. Buyers and sellers often 
specify bow tax obligations and 
other liens against property must 
be met, and the escrow officer is 
the one who’s “stuck” if he for¬ 
gets any of the instructions. 


Reason title Insurance <’ompa- 
nies handle majority of the es¬ 
crows is because nearly all pros¬ 
pective buyers will accept prop¬ 
erty only when the escrow man 
can hand them a policy insuring 
clear title. More than three fourths 
of all local land deals (even includ¬ 
ing those among members of the 
same families) are covered by ti¬ 
tle Insurance, titlemen claim. 


L Though operated more as serv- 
ice organizations to investig.rte 
1 ' , deals, title comparies also are in- 
I iiurance companies to guarantee 
I -itles, and theirs is the loss if 
I skullduggery is afoot. They must 
be constantly on the lookout for 
forgeries, misrepresentations, 
cloudy titles, and must protect 
property owners against all future 
challenges to their titles.

All title insurance premium 
schedules in California are kept 
uniform by the potent state title- 
men’s association. Basic rates 
range from $12.50 on a $250 prop¬ 
erty to $102.50 for a $25,000 deal 
and $2.50 a thousand from there 
on up. 


It’s not required by law, but 99 
per cent of all real estate deals 
go through escrow as a protection 
to both parties. Since terms al¬ 
ready are agreed upon, deals sel¬ 
dom peter out in escrow, and when 
they do it usually is because the 
seller can’t produce clear title (lo¬ 
cal escrow officers can’t remem¬ 
ber a time when a deal failed be¬ 
cause the buyer couldn’t produce 
ihe money). 


Title companies’ courthouse staffs 
include two kinds of technicians. 
One group “takes off” an abstract 
(including name, description and 
the “gist”) of every instrument 
filed; the other group makes ab¬ 
stracts of all instruments in a 
chain of titie on property being 
investigated by the company.

Titles sometimes are clouded by 
a former owner, even after the 
present owner has lived on a prop¬ 
erty 20 years and never had it 
questioned before. Only ways to 
get rid of the cloud are to get a 
“quit claim deed” from the party 
in question in which he admits it 
was all a mistake, or to file suit 
to quiet title.

By-Product Use 
Seen As Citrus 
Issue Solution 

Believing that one of the functions of a newspaper 
is to act as an open forum for discussion of matters of 
general interest. The Santa Ana Journal has invited a 
number of representative citrus producers to comment 
, on the present fruit situation. The newspaper hopes 
that out of such a discussion there will come a better 
understanding of various phases of the matter and, 
perhaps, some practical good to the county’s biggest 
industry. The first article, by Ray Lambert, will be 
followed by others.

In reply to your request of July 11 in regard to the 
orange situation I will give you some of my ideas. If we 
are to adhere to the old adage of supply and demand, why 
not use up to 20 or 25 per cent of thepoorest grades in the 
by-products in years like this one. Tnis we are not doing. 

I firmly believe had we done this instead of selling to 
the government at 15 or 20 cents a packed box over cost 
of picking, hauling and packing, we would have been far 
better off. 

You all know when we do this we are in the red at 
least 75 to 85 cents a packed box for producing the saine. 
The production in this case is not even taken into consid¬ 
eration, and that’s what causes any business to fall. 

After the government gets whatever they purchase, 
what guarantee have you that at least 35 or 40 per cent 
will not filter back into competing channels, especially 
when they are delivered by rail to the east at 50 per cent 
cost on freight compared to what the growers have to pay. 
I think this idea should be given serious consideration lest 
,we destroy our own industry. 

I am of the firm opinion had we sent 20 to 25 per cent 
to the by-products we would have increased the price on 

the remainder at least 25 to 35 cents per packed box. 

« * * 

I believe it is wise to advertise, but to tell the whole 
world in all of the different kind of pamphlets imaginable 
that we are so swamped with fruit we don’t know what to 
do with it, leads someone down the line to take advantage 
of it, and I don’t mean maybe. 

Also it costs more money to tell the world we are ready 
to give them away, so we can give our land to the tax col¬ 
lector in a year or two. You should all know advertising 
was increased two-fifths or 40 per cent. There is a possi¬ 
bility that our overhead should be reduced. From the pick¬ 
ing to the head official. All well conducted cooperatives 
adjust their salaries and overhead in comparison to their 
ability to return to the growers a fair profit for their labor 
and investment. If we go on like this and no one changes 
our set-up so we can at least get cost of production out of 
our crops, we are surely headed for a headache. Maybe 
we are leaving too much of our business to George. 

* • • 

We may be able to help ourselves some if we refrain 
from allowing our different packing houses from making 
public reports at the end of the season as to returns. They 
may mislead the public to believe that the industry is re¬ 
luming great profits when that isn’t the case as the grower 
well knows. The public does not get the cost of production 
out of these figures, consequently misleading. They repre¬ 
sent the net after the packing house reductions. 

Freight rates are too high and should be reduced and 
if they are not it will hurt the railroads in the end as we 
will in time learn to ship by other means of transportation. 
• • • 

It is also up to the grower to do his part in regards 
to freight weights. If the eastern ntarket desires a high 
pack then cut your box size to make up the difference and 
don’t expect the railroads to keep taking on added weight 
without charging you extra for it. This costs the farmer 
—no one else. You know us farmers take what is left, after 
all deductions. 

I understand the railroads have been checking over a 
period of two years or more on this very subject of extra 
weight. This question has been discussed time and again, 
and still we keep shipping heavier boxes at less price for 
fruit and more freight cost. What wonderful business peo¬ 
ple we are getting to be. Keep right on and you will see 
what will happen.

PROJEaS ON 
COAST BEING 
INVESTIGATED 

A former special agent of the 
federal bureau of investigation to¬ 
day continued his probe into hir¬ 
ing of Glenn E. Miller, alleged 
lobbyist, by the board of supervi¬ 
sors. 

Payment of $1000 to Miller last 
year by the county board has 
jeopardized a $59,000 PWA grant 
for the $148,000 Laguna canyon 
storm drain. Administrator Har¬ 
old Ickes ordered the project sus¬ 
pended two weeks ago because, 
he said. Miller apparently had 
been hired as a lobbyist to expe¬ 
dite it. 

NO RECORD 

Investigators from Ickes’ de¬ 
partment expected to be in Or¬ 
ange county several days, and 
may also inquire into hiring of the 
lobbyist by the city of Newport 
Beach for work on its sewage dis¬ 
posal plant, completed last year. 

Puzzling to the probers was 
the fact that no record appeared 
in flood control district minutes 
of Miller's employment—although 
two $500 payments were record¬ 
ed to him. 

STUDY COUNTY RECORDS 

Suspended along with the coun¬ 
ty project was a district project 
at South Laguna. That project has 
been reapproved, however, follow¬ 
ing a.ssurances that Miller never 
actually was employed there. 

Carl Endres, former G-man, and 
a companion were closeted with 
members of the county board for 
a time yesterday afternoon, then 
dug into county records which 
.showed Miller's having been paid 
$1000 for services in Washington. 
They will report to Ickes, who will 
rule on whether or not the project 
is to be entirely cut off. 

Supervisors were loath to dis¬ 
cuss the investigation, but pointed 
out that the Laguna canyon proj¬ 
ect, although approved after Miller 
was sent to Washington tp speed 
it along, had been approved again 
this year when Miller had no con¬ 
nection with it. 

$500 VOTED FIRST 

Miller was one of the first in a 
series of lobbyists sent to Wash¬ 
ington for various county projects. 
His employment, however, was 
made before Ickes’ proclamation 
that lobbying would not be toler¬ 
ated in PWA applications. 

Searching minutes of the county 
flood control district for 1937, En¬ 
dres found that on March 2, 1937 
the board- -Supervisor John Mitch¬ 
ell being absent—approved a $500 
demand in Miller’s favor for "legal 
and advisory services regarding 
Laguna canyon, East Richfield and 
Richfield PWA applications in 
Wa.shington, D. C.” 

APPROVES 2ND DE5IAND 

Four weeks later, on March 30, 
1937, a demand for Miller was ap¬ 
proved for $500 for "advisory fees 
for his services regarding Laguna 
canyon. East Richfield and Rich¬ 
field PWA applications in Wash¬ 
ington, D. C." Supervi.sor N. E. 
West made the first motion and 
Supervisor Harry Riley the second. 
All five members were present, 
according to the minutes, when the 
second demand was approved. 

Although Andres found records 
of the payments, neither he nor 
anyone else was able to find in 
the minutes any record of Miller’s 
having been employed officially to 
render any services. The only men¬ 
tion of him, .so far as could be 
learned, was when he was paid the 
$ 1000 .

The Modern Sorcerers 

The fabled recipe for “hard copper,” which has long 
been supposed to have been a charmed secret of the 
ancients—and buried with them—has been outdone by the 
modem alchemists of America’s steel industry. 

“Chipaloy,” the new copper-based metal is called, is 
so hard that, pressed against a similar rod of steel under 
terrific weight, the steel rod will yield much more than 
will the rod of copper.

Los Angeles county reports 473,920 Republicans and 
S27,1.^2 Democrats are registered to participate in the 
August primary and the November general election.

NEW YORK.—The Italian foot¬ 
ball federation has fined the Am- 
brosiana club, holder of the na¬ 
tional championship and defender 
of fascist honor and prestige, for 
doing a Guadalajara in a contest 
with the Yugoslavs. The Ambro- 
sianas lost, 9 to 0. As punishment 
they will have to pay 5,000 lire. 
They also have been forbidden to 
play outside Italy, where foreign¬ 
ers might see them and receive an i 
unconvincing impression of fascist 
invincibility, until Sept. .^0. By that 
time, if they have improved suffi¬ 
ciently or acquired enough ringers 
of the proper class, the association 
will consider the advisability of 
taking another chance with the 
Ambrosianas. 

The fining of amateui- athletes 
for failure on the field will seem 
grotesque to Americans, who have 
often accused themselves of over¬ 
emphasis on sports but have never 
regarded an athletic defeat as a 
national calamity or a victory as a 
triumph for the state. 

The fascists and nazis take a 
more serious view, however. The 
fascist football clubs are part of 
the regime, and players who go 
abroad to repres^t Italy must 
come back with their shields or on 
them. They bear a heavier respon¬ 
sibility than the sportsmen of the 
free nations—a fact which may ac¬ 
count in part for their extraordi¬ 
nary touchiness and their rather 
frequent violations of the general¬ 
ly accepted sporting code. 

The fascist prestige has been a 
distinct handicap to Italian sports¬ 
manship on several notable occa¬ 
sions. Intended to act as wings on 
their heels—and fascist sport has 
produced some notable heels—it 
has often served as a heavy bur¬ 
den when the invincible sportsmen 
felt they had to win or go home in 
disgrace. Under the fascist code it 
is a disgrace to lose fairly and gal¬ 
lantly but an honor to win by any 
means. 

The chivalry by which the de¬ 
cadent democracies set so much 
store was abandoned early in the 
reign of the Duce, when a gallant 
gesture brought unpleasant results. 
On that occasion an Austrian soc¬ 
cer team from Innsbruck beat a 
fascist team from Milan, and the 
Milan club thought it would be 
pretty to send the Austrians a sub¬ 
stantial token of friendship. The 
Milanese were long on chivalry but 
short on tact, however, for the 
token took the form of an enor¬ 
mous cast iron statue of Mussolini 
which was shipped F. O B. Milan. 

Not only was the Innsbruck 
team too poor to pay the freight, 
which was considerable, but a 
statue of Mussolini, who had for¬ 
bidden the native Tyrolean yodel 
among the captive Austrians in 
Italy, wag the very thing that all 
Austrians wanted least. For a com¬ 
bination of both reasons the Inns- 
bruckers refused to accept the 
monument, which lay on a flat car 
in the freight yard, running up 
charges, and wired the Milanese to 
send up and get it. They said they 
considered the statue an insult, and 
the Milanese said this telegram 
was an insult to them. 

This threw the Milanese into a 
great fury, and it looked as though 
the wretched Innsbruckers would 
have to load their cast iron Musso¬ 
lini into guns and shoot him back 
a little at a time, until a nameless 
peacemaker hit upon a happy so¬ 
lution. The Innsbruckers ordered 
a foundry to cast a se of whiskers 
for the statue and changed the de¬ 
tested Mussolini into the beloved 
Cambrinus, the inventor of beer. 

Later, however, the Viennese 
team had the ill manners to beat 
another group of fascism’s invinci¬ 
ble defenders, and this time the 
press of Rome took up the outrage 
frankly as such. Chivalry was for 
the weak and decadent and not for 
those who live like lions, and the 
press of Mussolini’s Rome openly 
threatened to block a loan to Aus¬ 
tria which was then under consid¬ 
eration by the League of Nations. 

In the last Olympic games in 
Berlin Mussolini’s invincibles 
ganged a referee during a game 
with the Americans and clapped 
their hands over his mouth so that 
he could not speak to expel an in¬ 
vincible from the game for fouling 
an American player. 

MADE ’EM DANCE 

Napoleon Bonaparte was nev¬ 
er a very accomplished social 
lion. Among the things he could 
not do was dance, though on one 
occasion he tried it with the 
Countess Walewski. When the 
dance had ended he said: “I 
am very sensible, charming 
countess, that I have acquitted 
myself very indifferently; but 
the fact is my forte lies not ^ 
much in dancing myself as in 
making others dance.”

WASHINGTON. — Confidential 
surveys by administration experts 
show that the abrupt rise of the 
stock market is somewhat faster 
than justified by reports of busi¬ 
ness upturn, though not to such 
extent as to cause alarm. 

The number of men returning to 
work, and the increased output of 
factories are greater than was ex¬ 
pected, and justify a slow, steady 
stock market upturn. 

The market, however, has jump¬ 
ed ahead of the actual condition of 
business, and speculators are dis¬ 
counting the recovery expected in 
the future. 

This illustrates what always hap¬ 
pens with the stock market. It is 
always a month or two ahead of 
actual business developments. 
Thus, even before the business re¬ 
cession had set in, the stock mar¬ 
ket had taken a calamitous drop. 
And now, before actual recovery 
has set in, the market has taken a 
sudden rise. 

Last autumn the drop of the 
stock market contributed to the re¬ 
cession, and now the rise of the 
market is contributing to recovery. 
It is a psychological factor. 

The big mail-order ho'ises have 
reported to government officials 
that in recent years this siocjc mar¬ 
ket influence has affected their 
business as it never did 10 or 15 
years ago. Reason is that the radio 
carries news of stock market trad¬ 
ing to almost every home in the 
nation. 

Ten years ago nobody outside a 
few big cities knew what the stock 
market had done that day, and 
nobody cared. Stock market 
slumps had to be really bad before 
they affected the life of the na¬ 
tion. It took days, or even weeks, 
for stock market news to trickle 
into smaller towns. 

Now, however, it is a different 
matter. When there is panic sell¬ 
ing on the New York exchange, the 
news is broadcast via every radio 
in the land, and the nation knows 
it that night. It has an instantan¬ 
eous and tremendous psychological 
effect. 

The reverse is true when the 
market has a big day. 

Neither may reflect the actual 
business condition of the country. 
But because everyone is influenced 
by the stock market, eventually 
the market reports create better 
or worse business. 

Rooeevelt’s Ambition 

One of the most interesting 
press conferences ever held by 
Roosevelt was in the spring of 
1933, when he outlined his eco¬ 
nomic aims. 

He had on his desk a stack of 
charts, one of which showed the 
recent economic history of the 
United States, the peaks of pros¬ 
perity and the valleys of depres¬ 
sion. 

Roosevelt told his press confer¬ 
ence that it was his ambition to 
iron out those peaks and valleys 
with their attendant human suffer¬ 
ing, so that the economic chart of 
the United States followed one 
straight line—slightly up perhaps, 
but as level as possible. 

Instead, the economic chart of 
th* New Deal has been as jagged 
as a tiger’s jaw. 

And for the reasons outlined 
above—instantaneous radio reports 
on the stock market—it may be 
that Roosevelt will never reach 
his cherished goal. 

New Issue 

A new issue has popped up in 
the red-hot Kentucky battle be¬ 
tween Senator Alben Barkley and 
Governor “Happy” Chandler—the 
fine-tooth comb versus the harrow. 

In one of hU speeches Barkley 


remarked: “My opponent says 
there are many shortcomings in 
my record. I don’t doubt that if 
my record was gone over with a 
fine-tooth comb, failings would 
show up in it. I am not infallible; 
everybody makes mistakes.” 

The next day Chandler replied: 
“Senator Barkley admits that if his 
record was gone over with a fine- 
tooth comb, shortcomings would be 
found in it. Friends, I say he flat¬ 
ters himself. I could find plenty 
of them wMb a harrow.” 

California Drama 

There is ironic drama behind the 
scenes of one of California’s nu¬ 
merous election battles. 

Twenty years ago James Bren¬ 
nan, a young assistant district at¬ 
torney of San Francisco, prose¬ 
cuted and convicted Warren K. 
Billings for murder in the famous 
Preparedness day bombing. Bren¬ 
nan did not participate in the pros¬ 
ecution of Billings’ fellow-defend¬ 
ant, Tom Mooney, but he did re¬ 
main in the district attorney’s of¬ 
fice throughout the Mooney trial. 

Today, Brennan is running for 
state attorney general and is des¬ 
perately anxious to get the sup¬ 
port of California’s powerful labor 
forces—without which he has no 
chance to win. 

But California labor of both 
camps is 100 per cent for the lib¬ 
eration of Mooney; and without 
Mooney’s okay labor is not plac¬ 
ing its endorsement on any state 
official whose office has anything 
to do with his case. 

At the recent State A. F. L. con¬ 
vention, Brennan made desperate 
undercov'er efforts to get a favor¬ 
able declaration. 

The federation leaders said they 
were willing to approve him—pro¬ 
vided he would state publicly that 
if elected attorney general he 
would not oppose Mooney’s pend¬ 
ing action before the U. S. supreme 
court to gain his liberty. But Bren¬ 
nan would make no such statement, 
so the convention endorsed every 
other candidate on the Republican 
ticket but him. 

Afterwards he went to Mooney’s 
friends and asked them to persuade 
the world-famous prisoner to put 
in a good word for him. 

“Why should I?” demanded 
Mooney. “I’ve been rotting in jail 
for 20 years and he has never lift¬ 
ed his finger for me. He has a lot 
of gall asking me to give him an 
okay.” 

NOTE — While turning down 
Brennan, the A.F.L. endorsed Earl 
Warren, district attorney of Ala¬ 
meda county and a close friend of 
former President Hoover.

patch from Washington giving 
Morris Fishbein’s opinion on the 
proposed national health program, 
that gentleman is once and for all 
identified with the forces of med¬ 
ical reaction. He is quoted as 
saying that the government must 
first solve other problems "more 
important” than medical care. 

What more pressing problem is 
there than the maintenance of 
health among the millions of per¬ 
sons in the United States?

! and power and its present do- 
nothing attitude portends a state 
of complete medical aloofness 
from the health problem of our 
nation.

I met a woman the other day 
who was “made” by her neighbors. 
Not only "made” but elected Sen¬ 
ator of the United States! 

Hattie Caraway was a compe¬ 
tent housewife living in Arkansas. 
She was considered the most “pop¬ 
ular and helpful” neighbor in town. 
She was never too tired, nor too 
busy, to lend a helping hand. Peo¬ 
ple liked her. 

Her husband was elected Sena¬ 
tor from Arkansas, and made a 
fine record in the senate. Then he 
died. 

After the shock, she started to 
settle down again to her neighbor¬ 
ly routine. But some one must fill 
out the unexpired term. The gov¬ 
ernor was to make the appoint¬ 
ment. Twelve names were sug¬ 
gested. 

Then Hattie Caraway’s neigh¬ 
bors started a boom for her. Any¬ 
one. they said, as sane and as 
level-headed and as helpful as Hat¬ 
tie Caraway should serve the coun¬ 
try. The idea grew. The boom 
spread. The governor began to 
pay attention, and appointed her. 
The neighborly little woman 
packed her suitcases and went 
back to Washington. 

But the next time she took her 
seat in that augu.st chamber, the 
people of Arkan.sas elected her. 
She became the first woman sena¬ 
tor in the hi.story of the United 
States. 

I a.sked her what her motto was. 
Imagine my -surprise when .she told 
me that she had never had a motto. 

"Surely,” 1 said, "there has been 
some guiding thought in your life, 
something that ha.s stuck in your 
memory and inspired you to go 
on and on.” 

No, .she said, there wasn’t. Then, 
without realizing it, she gave me 
one of the simplest and most in¬ 
spiring mottoes I’ve ever heard: 

"I never lived by mottoes: I 
have just tried to do the best I 
could with the work that comes to 
me day by day.” 

Do you know of a better motto ? 
I don’t. 

It was her neighbors’ perhaps 
unconscious enthusiasm for her 
motto that placed Senator Cara¬ 
way in the United States senate 
and gained for her world - wide 
fame as well as first place in the 
history of the ladies of the .“cnatc. 

It is a good idea to begin with 
your neighbor.s when establishing 
yourself as a helpful and capable 
person. 

I recently attended a public ban¬ 
quet at which Dr. A. A. White 
spoke. During the World war Dr. 
White operated on more than six 
hundred soldiers. He says that a 
wounded man’s chance of pulling 
through depended more upon his 
mental attitude than upon his 
wounds. As an example, Ur. White 
said that if a badly wounded man 
minimized his injuries and said, 
"I'm not .seriously hurt, give me a 
cigarette,” he knew there was an 
excellent chance of his living. But 
if a man with far less serious 
I wounds was dejected when he was 
brought in, and gave evidence that 
he expected to die. Dr. White said 
that he usually did die. In other 
words, a hopeful, cheerful, deter¬ 
mined mental attitude will often 
defeat death itself.
